T. Fellowe Mas»r, chalrman of  he
cammittee, announcel *hat he hnd
very satlsfactory anterview yesterday
afternoon with Manager Silliman, of
the street rallway company, and was
assured that the company Is heartily in
favor of & viaduct, and will announce
In A& few days the amount of money
that they propose donating towards j1s
eanstruction. Mr, Mason also stated
that the options on the H2tove worka
property also remaln at the same fig-
ures quoted three yeare ago, and that
fnasmuch as the Stove company owna
halt of the property in the bhlock on
the north slde of the street, hotween
Beventh and Eighth streets, there will
be no clalm for damuges us fur as they
are concerned,

with the damages that would be asked,
over $500,000. The property which the
owners allege would be damaged is
valued at $400,000, and arguing thut the
value would decrease one-hall, there
would be $200,000 damages alone to pay
But an the other hand, It is contendn?

This
contention {8 baged on the fact that the
ground underneath the provosed vias
duct will be utilized as a market piave,
and thus make It the principal whaole-
eale trading centre in the elty.
